access the readable resource ooid information ; and 

forming a ss ociating , on the readable resource, the human-readable resource 
designator and the computer-readable resource designator, the computer-readable 
resource designator comprising means for the computer to confirm that the 
computer readable resource designator can be used to access the readable, resource 
s eid - inf o rmotion helping to prevent said computer-readable resource designator from 
being confused with other computer-readable resource designators that might 
appear on the readable resource t hat - ore not oooocia - tcd - with the hum an-r oodoble 
resou r ce - designator , 

2. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein said providing comprises 
providing one or more Web-accessible resources. 

3. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein said providing comprises 
providing one or more resources that are not Web-accessible. 

4. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein said defining of the human- 
readable resource comprises defining a URL. 

5. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said forming 
as a ociBt -tftg comprises printing the designators on a paper. 
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6. (currently amended} The method of claim 1, wherein said forming 
as s ociating comprises including priming the designators on a Web page. 

7. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said forming 
associat i n g comprises placing the designators on a m e dia medium other than 
printed paper. 

8. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein said defining a computer- 
readable resource designator comprises defining a designator that is not human- 
readable for purpose of accessing said information. 

9. (currently amended) One or more computer-readable media having 
computer-readable instructions thereon which, when executed by one or more 
processors* cause the one or more processors to: 

define a human-readable resource designator comprising a URL that can be 
used to access a Web page; 

define a computer-readable resource designator associated with and 
corresponding to the URL that can be used by a computer to automatically access 
said Web page; and 

form associat e the human-readable resource designator with the computer- 
readable resource designator in a manner such that when if the Web page is 
printed, the human-readable and computer readable individu a l designators appear 
thereon wherein the computer-readable resource designator comprises means for a 
computer to confirm that the computer readable resource designator can be used to 
access the Web page ooid i n formation helping to prevent said computer-readable 
resource designator from being confused with other computer-readable resource 
designators that might appear on the Web page readab l e resourc e that - ar e-no* 
associat e d with thc - human reada bl e - resourc e d e s i g nator 

1 0. (currently amended) The computer-readable media of claim 9 f wherein 
said instructions cause the one or more processors to define the human-readable 
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designator to be distinct from, the computer readable designator dtfferem 
designators . 

1 1 . (currently amended) The computer-readable media of claim 9 f wherein 
said instructions cause the one or more processors to define a single integrated 
designat or that combines the human readable designator with the computer 
readable designator define on i ntogrotod - d es ignator that includ e s - both a huroa n- 
reada blc portion - a n d - o comput -er- roQdablo portion . 

12. (original) The computer-readable media of claim 9, wherein said 
instructions cause the one or more processors to define said computer-readable 
resource designator by defining said designator so that it is only readable by a 
computer to ascertain the URL, and is not readable a human to ascertain the URL. 

13. (original) The computer-readable media of claim 9, wherein said 
instructions cause the one or more processors to define said computer-readable 
resource designator by defining a plurality of scan lines. 

14. (currently amended) A method comprising: 

reading, with a computer, a computer-readable resource designator thet-een 
b c - uscd by o computer to automatically occo3s informotion, said comput e ^rcodobl e 
re s ource - designator b e ing displayed on a readable resource and displayed in 
conjunction with a human-readable resource designator that can be read by a 
human and used to access the readable resource s o i d informatio n, said compute r- 
readab le' rcaourcc dooignoto r comprising means for th e- computer to confi r m - thot th e 
computer fcadab l c - re s ourc e-d-e &ignQtor con be used to ecceo3 - soid inform a ti on 
he l ping to prevent said computer - readable rcaourc o d o oignotor from being confus e d 
with other comput e r - r e a d ab l e resource designators that - m i ght appea r on the 
r e adab l e resourc e- a rtd- that can b e- uocd by the computer to a utomatica l ly acc ess 
other informotion not o o oociatcd with th e human - rcadab le- re s ouroe d e signa tof; 

confirming that the computer readable resource can be used to automatically

receiving the requ e st e d readable resource. 

15. (original) The method of claim 14, wherein said computer-readable 
resource designator is associated with a human-readable resource designator 
comprising a URL, 

16. (original) The method of claim 14, wherein said requesting comprises 
wirelessly requesting said designated resource. 

17. (original) The method of claim 14, wherein said requesting comprises 
requesting said designated resource over the Internet. 

18. (currently amended} The method of claim 14, wherein said reading 
comprises reading a computer-readable resource designator that is embodied on the 
readable resource being a printed piece of paper. 

19. (currently amended) The method of claim 14, wherein said reading 
comprises reading a computer-readable resource designator that is embodied on 
readable resource being a printed Web page. 

20. (currently amended) A system comprising; 
a readable resource; 

a human-readable resource designator on the readable resource ^sajd human 
readable resource designator being associated with the readable resource : and 
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a computer-readable resource designator on the readable resource, said 
computer-readable resource designator being useable to access-i nfermat i o Fv 
e gaociated - wit h the readable resource : 

the computer-readable resource designator being associated with and 
corresponding to the human-readable resource designator; 

the computer-readable resource designator being configured for use by a 
computer so that a computer can automatically retrieve the readable resour_c_e_and e 
re s ource a s sociated with both - th e- human -re cKtob l o - roaouree designator and the 
computer - readab l e r es ourc e- d e signa t-orr-the computer readable resource designator 
comprising means for the computer to confirm that the computer readable resource 
designator can be used to retrieve eete the readable resource helping to prevent said 
computer-readable resource designator from being confused with other computer- 
readable resource designators that might appear on the readable resource that can 
be used by the computer to access other resources not associated with both the 
human-readable resource designator and the computer-readable resource 
designator. 

21. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said computer-readable 
resource designator comprises a scannable designator. 

22. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said computer-readable 
resource designator comprises plural scan lines, 

23. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said computer-readable 
resource designator comprises a bar code. 

24. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said human-readable 
resource designator comprises a URL 

25. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said readable resource 
comprises a printed piece of paper. 
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26. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said readable resource 
comprises a primed Web page. 

27. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said readable resource 
comprises a media other than paper, 

28. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said computer-readable 
resource designator and said human-readable resource designator are integrated. 

29. (original) The system of claim 20, wherein said computer-readable 
resource designator and said human-readable resource designator are integrated and 
appear on a common portion of the readable resource, 

30. (currently amended) A system comprising:

49. (previously presented) The system of claim 35, wherein said means 
comprises a standard placement location on the readable resource. 
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50. (currently amended) The system of claim 35, wherein: 

the computer-readable resource designator comprises first encoded data for 

accessing the electronic version of the readable resource with wh i ch it is 

as soci ated ; and 

said means comprises second encoded data that is unique to the readable 
resource with which the computer readable resource is associated but not useable 
to access the electronic version of the readable that resource. 
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
